The Queen's Narrow Escape.—Her Majesty 
Queen Alexandra. underwent an alarming experience 
through the outbreak of a fire at Sandringham last week. 
Shortly after five o'clock in the morning, while it was still 
dark and ‘almost all the household were: asleep. Miss 
Knollys, whose bed-room. was above that of the Queen, 
suddenly awoke to find her apartment filled with smoke. 
She quickly discovered that a great oaken beam which 
extended under the be ew down into the Queen's bed- 
room was in flames. aking her way through the smoke, 
Mis: Knollys went to the room below and aroused Her 
Majesty. After assisting the Queen to a place of safety Miss 
Knollys alarmed the household, and within a few minutes 
the members of the household: fire-brigade were engaged 
in extinguishing the outbreak. The brigade suc in 
confining the fire to the two bed-rooms, and the damage 
dune was of a somewhat serious nature," The King, who 
was staying at Elveden Hall, was apprised of the news at 
an early hour, and later the Queen seut a special messenger 
to reassure His Majesty. ,

Army and Navy Items.—Tlie transport Sicilia 
left Southampton for India lost week, taking out 
reinforcing draita for several infantry battalions.

including a ballooning section of the Royal Engineers. 
She will call at Gibraltar, Malta, Alexandria, and Aden 
for dixembarkation.—It has been decided by the Advisory 
Board at the War Office-to divide the R.A.M. Corps 
into four sections. ‘The first ani highest will 
formed of men intellectually capable of becoming pro- 
fici-nt in nursing duties; the other sections will be 
devoted to cooking, clerical, and general duties. ‘The men 
will be carefully taught the duties falling to each par- 
ticular section, and greater efficiency will thus be secured 
in each.—An order has been issued that the new brown- 
leather bandolier equipment of the 2nd Battalion Cold- 
stream Guards is to be discarded immediately.—Colonel 
H. J. Scobell has been gazetted to be a Major-General on 
the Staff, and to command the lst Cavalry -Biigade 
Jst Army Corps.—Lieutenant-Colonel Colville, ©.B., this 
week completed his term of service in command of the 
ist Battalion Rifle Brigade. He is succeeded by Brevet 
Lieutenaut-Colonel Jenkins.—Lieutenant-Colonel Wilton, 
C.B., has completed his term of service in wom- 
mand of the 1st Battalion Argyll and Sutherland High- 
landers. Lieutenant-Colonel Urmston, C.B., suceeeds to 
the post.—H.M. cruiser Furious was officially inspected at 
Sheerness by Admiral Sir Albert Markham, and passed out 
of hand as fully equipped for departure to the Mediter- 
rimean.—'lhe battle-ship Anson collided with the buttle-ship 
Edinburgh when returning from the North Sea on Friday 
night last. In endeavouring to avert a collision with 
another vessel, the Edinburgh was carried against the star- 
board side of the Anson, which had her accommodation 
ladder knocked away and a boom damaged.—The Admiralty 
have issued a memorandum making alterations in the con- 
ditions of service of naval officers. The periods of * pon- 
service" that entail compulsory retirement are reduced. 
Admirals will be retired as soon as five years have elapsed 
since their last service after attiining flag rank. Vice- 
Admirals will be retired five years after their last service, 
or on promotion to the rank of. Admiral, if they have not 
served while holding rank of Vice-Admiral. The future 
establishment will be: Admiralsof the Fleet, 3; Admirals, 
12; Vice-Admirals, 22; Rear-Admirals, 55.

As an indication of 
Mr, Henderson's great endurance it may be said that on 
the day of his heroic performance he rode to hounds five 
hours, drove three miles to a station afterwards, and 
was seven hours in the train to London, where he took 
supper with one of his brother officers. He arrived at 
the Savoy at 11.30, left nt 1,30 with his host and fellow- 
guests for the Covent Garden Bail, and returned to the 
Berkeley Hotel, where he was staying, at six o'clock the 
next morning, :s fresh as when he got up on the 
previous day. 


Peer Falls Dead in Paris.—Lorl Abinger, a 
young Scottish peer, died in Paris last Saturday under 
peo circumstances. He had gone cut to supper at n 
Montmartre restaurant, and was just on the point of 
leaving the establishment when he suddenly placed his 
hand to his heart and réeled backwards. His face went a 
strange colour, und before his friends could assist bim he 
had fullen heavily. . He was at once taken to a hospital, 
but died on the way. The doctor's examination cleariy 
showed that death was not due to the fall, but to nn 
affection of the heart. The deceased nobleman was only 
thirty-two years of age. He had gone to Paris expressly 
to see the Automobile Exhibition. 


Fanley Man Buried Alive,— n accident of a 
most extraordinary and sppalling nature occurred at 
Hanléy on Saturday last, when a man named Thomas 
Holland was suddenly precipitated to the bottom of a dis- 
used pit-shaft, Holland, it appears, was walking along 
St. John Street when the pavement gave way, and he was 
swallowed up by the earth. A man named Pritchard, who 
witnessed the occurrence. and who narrowly escaped step- 
ping into the chasm himself, at once gave the alarm, and 
attempts were made to effect a rescue, The shaft, however, 
is of great depth, and full of poisonous gases; so that the 
chance of rescuing the unfortunate man alive was extremely 
small. Drags and fire-appliances were nsed without avail. 
and after the local authorities had consulted with mining 
experts it was agreed that further efforts to recover 
Holland's body wenld be useless. Not only would the 
choke - damp render a descent into the pit danger- 
ous, but! the body: itself would be covered by the 
heavy fall of éarth, estimated at fifty tons. from the top of 
the shaft. ` Rescue operations were therefore abandoned, 
and the shaft ordered to be filled up. A burial service was 
condueted at the spot on' Sunday afternoon. Thousands of 
people were present at the ceremony, which was of a most 
impressive charaetei.

Countess Secures a Divorce.—In Mr. Justice 
Barnes’ court, Mabel, Countess Russell, petitioned for a 
divorce against her husband, Mr. Willam Brown, other- 
wise de Modena, on the grounds of cruelty and miscon- 
duct. Mr. Bargrave Deane, K.C., appeared for the 
petitioner; there was no defence. Counsel related how 
the respondent, “a greom atid the son of a coachman,” 
had represented himself to be Prmce Athrobold de Modena, 
and won the lady's hand. ~ Subsequently he was tried 
and sentenced at Winchester for having made a false declar- 
ation at the marriage registry. The Countess forgave 
him for his deception, and allowed him to reside with her 
at Bray Lodge, For some weeks he behaved well, but then 
his manner began to change for the worse, and Lady 
Russell, having received certain anonymous letters con- 
cerning hém husband's conduct with other women, called 
in a private inquiry agent to watch him and report on 
his movements. Lady Scott, the petitioner's, mother, 
having given evidence ns to the respondent's cruelty, and 
the detective having told of Mr. Brown's mode of life, the 
Judge granted a decree nisi, with costs, 


Lady's Terrible Struggle in a Train.— The 
North Staffordshire police are pursuing inquiries into an 
extraordinary affair which occurred on the night of the 
Sth. Miss Eva Goss, the daughter of Mr. W. H. Goss, J.P., 
a manufacturer of Stoke-on-Trent, was returning home by 
train from Alsiger, near Crewe, As the train entered a 
long tunnel between Harecastle and Stoke, Miss Goss, who 
was alone in a second-class carriage, heard a scratching 
noise at the door. A moment later the door was opened, 
and aman sprang into the compartment, remarking that 
he had hr d a narrow eseape of missing the train, He then 
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advanced threateningly on the young lady, who, realising 
her danger, tried to pull the communication-cord. The 
man sprang upon her, however, dragged her backwards by 
tie hair, and threatened to throw her from the train if she 
resisted him. Miss Goss replied *that she would rather die 
than yield;to him. A terrible struggle then took place, 
Convinced that she hada madman to'deal with, the young 
lady fought desperately with her assailant for some time. 
Then realising that her — was giving out, she 
offered the man her purse and jewels if he would desist. 
The train had now got through the tunnel, and the man, 
apparently knowing that a station would soon be reacbed, 
seized the jewellery, opened the carriage door, and dis- 
appeared. Miss Goss was discovered in a state of collapse, 
and not until the next day was she in a condition to recount 
ler terrible experience. A reward of £100 has been oifered 
for the capture of her assailant.’ A man was: arrested at 
Alsager -ọn suspicion of being the culprit, bat was 
subsequently set at hberty. 


Peckham Rye Pond Mystery.—An inquest was 
opened last week on the bedy of an unknown woman, who 
was found dead in a pond on Peckham Rye. Some work- 
men discovered the body lying in about two.feet of water, 
Dr. Roberts, who was called by the:police, found a scal 
wound over deceased's left eye, both lips were cut through, 
und it appeared as if she had received a blow on the back 
of the head. There was. no water in'the lungs, which he 
would expect if death was dueto drowning. Several ribs 
were broken on the left side; and either this injury or the 
one on the head would be sufficient to cause death. The 
woman was apparently from forty to forty-five years.of age, 
of medinm height and build, and with black, closely cut 
hair.

the rearing of prime stock, but to'Londoners. A breed 
commanding attention by reason of its rapid maturity and 
fine£quality-is the Aberdeen-Angus, and although the best 
nnd most weighty natura ly come ‘from Scotland, it is 
gratifying to know that English rearers are gradually 
becoming alive: to their good qualities. "This year the 
number of English exhibitors of the breed was greater than 
usual. A part of the show increasing in popularity is that 
apportioned to the carcase competition, introduced a few 
years ago mainly at the request of the butchers and meat 
salesmen. There wasa little difference at the outset as to 
the expediency of the addition, breeders and graziers 
thinking that it might adversely influence the live- | 
stock show, while perhaps the proposers of the scheme | 
claimed a little too much Por it. But as time has passed 
the carcase competition has become a very useful adjunct, 
and no part of the-exhibition is of greater educational 
value. The butchers contended that it would afford a 
great object-lesson to breeders and feeders as to the class 
of animal best adapted for the market.

Pruning Gooseberries. 


“ Probably there is no plant grown by market men that 
suffers such great abuse as the bush t bears the fruit 
that has saved the situation for many growers this season,” 
says a writer in the Market Gardener. Scores of thousan?s 
of bushes are never pruned at all, and are, in consequence, 
like a furze-bush for thickness. These bushes, in their 
season, bear small fruits that disgust the pickers, Other 
bushes are pruned in such«a manner that, to the experi- 
enced grower, they appear as if cut over with a pair of 
hedge-shears. We frequently see bushes so served that all 
the young wood is cut back to a uniform length of 4 in. or 
bin. This is not the way to re for fine fruit. Three 

pints must be kept in mind by the gooseberry pruner. 

"irt, symmetry ; second, fine fruit; third, case of 

gathering. Whether the bush starts from n single 
stem bin. or Gin, above the soil, or springs like a her- 
baceous plaut from the ground itself in many branches, 
the aim of the pruner must be the same—to keep the 
branches off the ground, to keep them arching and 
radiating in regular order from the centre, and so to 
regulate the number left that there is always a free play of 
nir among the branches.. To this end side. shoots 
should be cut back to three-quarter inch lengths, and the 
terminal shoot should be shortened as little as possible. 
The position of the terminal bud must always be left in 
the direction th^t the branch is wanted. When bushes 
are so pruned the branches can be lifted by the gatherer 
and the fruit gathered from the base to point quite easily. 
The fruit also will be of good size, and nothing suits the. 
market like size and finish in market gooseberries. 


Potatoes for Fowls. 


Potatoes undoubtelly form a valuable and economical 
food, particularly when mixed with peameal, oatmeal, or 
*"sharps," -They should be boiled until soft, the water 
drained off, and the potatoes smashed up, mixing thein 
with meal ur; il the whole mass is of a stiff consistency. A 
kooi plan is to place them in a basket, which should be 
suspended in a copper, so that when the potatoes are cooked 
the basket can be lifted out. This doesaway with the neces- 
sity of draining off the water, and where 1 «ge quantities 
are.required to be boiled, another advantage is gained by 
the water remaining hot and ready for a second or third 
basket of potatoes to be cooked. Potatoes are deficient in 
muscle-making.elements; but they areirich in heat and 
force-producing matter, and by an admixture of the meals 
mentioned, which are rich in musele-insking constituents, 
a chexp and nutritious food is produced: There is no 
cheaper plan to winter a large stock of fowls than by 
feeding largely.on potatoes. Frequently during the winter 
months small potatoes, termed *' chats," can be purchase l 
for 1s. a bushel, or about £2 per ton, and these answer the 
purpose equilly as well as the lwrge tubers, A few 
months si«ce a poultry-funcier assured a correspondent of 
Poultry that he kept a lange flock of silver-grey Dorkings 
in the best of health all through the winter, feeding entire' y 
on. potatoes, und that when they commenced to lay in the 
spring their eggs were very fertile, and their laying powers 
seemed in no way impaired. 


The Wire-Haired Fox-Terrier,

‘The two varieties — the wire and the smooth 
coated--are alike in every respect but in texture of the 
coat, the former having what ix known as a “ broken " or 
rough coat ;«and the harder and more wiry in texture this 
is, the bett r the dog is liked by the sportsman. The do:

Managers are somewhat perplexed as to tie 
state of the law re-pecting the employment of 
children on the stage. The old law holds good 
until Dec. 31 of the present year. But from 
Jan. 1, 1904, the new age limit comes in force, 
the first clause being that no child under ten 
years of age can be-licensed to perform in 
a theatre or music-hall. -Sevén days’ clear 
notice in writing must be given to the chief 
constable or superintendent of the district 
before any license will be granted. Thus it 
will be seen that the juvenile scenes in pan- 
tomimes will cause the theatrical manager no 
little difficulty.
